Already assured that agriculture 


is'in good shape and that the rail- 
roads of the country are proceed- 
ing full steam ahead with improve- 
ments and expansions, the presi- 
dent 
summoned to the White 


House today a score of leading in- 
dustrialists for counsel as to their 
future plans, and to enlist their 
services in the national effort to 
keep business on a steady keel 
Qg&S the period of unsettlement 
brought .about by the decline in se- 
curities' prices. 


The list of the president's con- 


ferees read like an industrial blue 
book of America.

Coming into the capital this 


morning were leaders in the auto- 
mobile industry, 
such as Henry 


Ford and Alfred P. Sloan, presi- 
dent of General Motors; there

Most of them he knew per- 
sonally, for as secretary of com- 
meicc he was wont to hold numer- 
ous conferences of like nature, 
seeking guidance and cooperation 
in the expansion of America's for- 
eign trade.
